DECREASE IN MARRIAGES

WASHINGTON, Aug. 27 
(AP)—Marriages continued to 
decline in June — traditional 


month of weddings. It was the 
tenth month in a row that the 
number has dropped. 

The Public Health Service, 
reporting this today, said there 
were about 184,000 marriages 
in June or about 4000 fewer 
than a year earlier. 

For the first half of 1958 
there were 687,000 marriages, 
compared with 737,000 for the 
1957 months.

Coercion Charged.

$34,500 for property he owned 
near Libertyville.

umentation.” . 

Its gist: There has been en- 
tirely too much bureaucratic 
paperwork in the world organ- 
ization. 

The 6000-word report was 
embellished with an index and 
two pages of statistical tables. 
Among other things, it rec- 
ommended “the omission of 


background information” in of- 
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ficial documents “and the sub- 
stitution of references to docu- 
ments already produced on the 
subject.” (The report itself re- 
produces in full two “already 
produced” General Assembly 
resolutions and summarizes a 
third.) 


The nine-nation group also 
stated that “introductions con- 
taining background information 
should . . . be confined to mat- 
ters of substance rather than 
procedure. , . .” (The first sev- 
eral pages report de- 
scribe the origin, “terms of ref- 
erence’ and procedure of the 
committee.) we 


. , 


Faubus said: “I think that any 
integration should be at such 
a pace that it will be peaceful 
and avoid disorder.” 

He said that if Mr. Ejisen- 


hower’s statement properly re- | 


flects his views, “then we are 


agreement on that particular

Careful preparation for 
railroading the bills through 
the Legislature was apparent 
yesterday. Ordinarily bills are 
ordered printed only after in- 
troduction. Printed copies were 
distributed to members yes- 
terday as Faubus was address- 


ing a joint session of the 
House and Senate. The House | 
Education Committee met last | 
night at a hotel to approve | 
the measures. 

The principal bill in the 
Governor's legislative package, | 
which permits him to close an 
integrated school, contains a 
provision for a referendum in 
such a district within 30 days 
after closing. If residents of 
the schoo] district approve in- 
tegration, the school would be 
opened on that basis. If they 
disapprove, the school would 
remain closed and _ students 
would be sent to other public 
or non-profit private institu- 
tions, their proportionate 
shares of state school funds 
following them to the other 
school. 

The Governor would be em- 
powered to remove any school 
board member or school official 
who refused to carry out an 
order to close the school, and 
a successor would be named 
by the Governor. No pupil 
would be required to attend 
an integrated school against 
his wishes and he would be 
permitted to enroll elsewhere. 
Appropriatoins for conducting 
elections and for meeting the 
cost of implementing the pro- 
posed procedures, including 
the salary of a new adminis- 
trative assistant for the Gov- 
ernor, are requested in one of 
the bills. 

New Delay Sought. 

Delay in opening Central 
High School until Sept. 15 is 
sought in one of the measures. 
The Little Rock School Board 
Monday night voted to delay 
the opening, scheduled for next 
Tuesday, Sept. 8. 

The seven Negro students 
who attended Central High 
School the full term last year 
were expected to apply for re- 
admittance today. 

Meanwhile, Superintendent 
of Schools Virgil Blossom re- 
jected the applications of three 
Negro students who tried to en- 
roll in white schools in Little 
Rock for the first time. 

W. J. Massie Jr., son of a 
Little Rock physician, and 
Sondra Johnson, each 14 years 
old, wanted to attend Central 
High School with seven other 


Negro pupils who had enrolled 
there last year. The third new 
applicant was Carolyn Kend- 
rick, who applied for admit- 
tance to Hall High School, re- 
cently completed in a choice 
residential area. 

Blossom explained his action 
by saying the Little Rock 
schools were “operating under 
the Lemley decision.” He re- 
ferred to the decision of 
United States District Judge 
Harry Lemley, who granted a 
Little Rock school board re- 
quest for a two and one-half- 
year delay in integration. The

The subject was brought up 
by a reporter who quoted to 
Mr. Eisenhower the following 
paragraph from the current is- 
sue of Newsweek magazine: 

“Here’s what Ike wouldn't 
say at his news conference 
about his personal views on 
school integration: He wishes 
the Supreme Court had never 
handed down its decision. He 
also thinks integration should 
proceed much more slowly. 
That's what he told friends, in 
private.” 

Robert Spivak of the New 
York: Post, who read the para- 
graph, then asked: “Is that 
story correct?” 


Mr. Eisenhower replied: 

“No, that story is not cor- 
rect. 

“But the story is this: I 


have said here that I could 
never give an opinion about 
my convictions about the Su- 
preme Court decisions because 
such a statement would have 
to indicate either approval or 
disapproval, and I was never 
going to do it about any of 
their decisions. ‘ 

“Now, with respect to the 
other one, it might have been 
that I said something about 
slower, but I do believe we 
should—because I do say, as 
I did yesterday or last week, 
we have to have reason and 
sense and education and a lot 
of other developments that go 
hand in hand as this process— 
if this process is going to have 
any real acceptance in the 
United States.” 

The President's comments 
were made against a back- 
ground of mounting tension on 
integration problems. The Su- 
preme Court meets tomorrow 
to resolve the issues in the 
Little Rock (Ark.) case. Gov. 
Orval E. Faubus of Arkansas 
has asked an emergency ses- 
sion of the Legislature to en- 
act measures to block forced 
school integration. Virginia al- 
ready has laws to permit school 
closing. 

Terrible to Shut Schools, 

It would be a very terrible 
outcome if schools were closed 
under such circumstances, Mr. 
Eisenhower said, leaning for- 
ward with his knucklés on the 
desk in front of him and 
speaking seriously. If the 
schools were shut down there 
would be a great deal of pres- 
sure to open them, he said, 
and there would be a whole 
basketful of litigation. 

The President indicated the 
Department of Justice would 
participate in the action before 
the Supreme Court tomorrow. 
He said the invitation extended 
by the court to the depart- 
ment amounted to a command. 

(The Justice Department an- 
nounced later it would take 
part in arguments tomorrow on 
the school integration crisis at 
Little Rock. Solicitor General 
J. Lee Rankin also will file a 
legal brief in the case in ad- 
vance of the arguments.) 

As to whether any Govern- 
ment brief would reflect his 
own views, the President said 
he had made his position clear 
in a formal statement last week 
and that in general he sees no 
possibility of a great diver- 
gence of viewpoint between 
himself and the Justice De- 
partment.

Two armored cars of the

Delegation at Airport. 

Hammarskjold was met at 
the airport by official repre- 
sentatives of both Lebanon and 
Jordan, the two countries he 
has been assigned to devise 
means to protect, as well as top 
UNOGIL officials.

In that sense, the President 
said, the offshore islands are 
more important than they were 
before.

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MERCURY-VAPOR 
LIGHTING REDUCES 
HAZARDS IN PARKS 


After several months of ex- 
perimenting with different 
types of lights, 140 especially 
engineered mercury- vapor 
lights have been installed in 
city parks to make the parks 
safer and more useful at night, 
Palmer B. Baumes, park com- 
missioner, said today. 

Main advantage of the lights 
is that they provide more sur- 
face lighting than that given 
by the old incandescent type, 
Baumes said. The lights are 
on 12-foot aluminum shafts 
topped by spun-aluminum re- 
flectors. Each unit costs $207, 
Baumes said. 

One of the principal advan- 
tages of the lights is that they 
will require comparatively little 
maintenance, Baumes said. The 
lights were designed by George 
Herold, St. Louis electrical 
engineer.

Miss Mary Lou Bledsoe, at- 
tired in white dress, coat, 
gloves, hat and shoes, made an 
attractive and informative wit- 
ness. Photographers were or- 
dered not to take her picture, 
and she did not give her pres- 
ent St. Louis adddress. 


Describing herself as “a sec- 
retary,” Miss Bledsoe told of 
her role as a decoy in the 1953 
taxicab strike. She testified she 
was told by Gibbons and a lieu- 
tenant, Richard Kavner, of a 
plan to “destroy Yellow Cabs 
and warn drivers it was not 
wise to be on the streets.” 

The witness said she was 
taken to the then local 688 
headquarters at 1127 Pine street 
by John Poole. She said she 
met Sparks and Bommarito, in 
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addition to Gibbons and Kavner. 

“It was decided that I should 
go with one of the men, Joseph 
Ferrara, to Union Station and 
ride in a Yellow Cab to a pre- 
determined destination, where 
a squad would be waiting. We 
rode to the 4100 block of Fol- 
som avenue, where the street 
was blocked by automobiles. 
The driver was roughed up and 
told to run, and the windows of 
the cab were knocked out with 
tire chains.” 

Following the attack, Miss 
Bledsoe said, she and Ferrara 
went to a tavern, where they 
were arrested. 

Ferrara, Poole, Sparks and 
Bommarito were subsequently 
charged in a federal indict- 
ment with committing violence 
on Frank Locicero, the driver 
who was “rougned up.” 

Threatened, She Says. 

Miss Bledsoe, who was not 
named as a defencant, told the 
Senate committee she refused 
to testify at the trial of sev- 
eral of the men “because of 
threats.” 

“Sparks threatened me in 
open court, and Poole warned 
me what would happen if I did 
testifv,” Miss Bledsoe stated. 

Takes Fifth Amendment. 

Ferrara, called to the wit- 
ness stand today, took the 
Fifth Amendment, even to a 
question on whether he was 
representated by counsel. His 
attorney, Ted Bollinger, was 
seated beside Ferrara when 
the witness refused to answer. 

When Ferrara subsequently 
consulted Bollinger, Senator 
McClellan called a halt and 
suggested that Bollinger step 
aside unless the witness ack. 
nowledge he had an attorney. 
Ferrara then admitted he was 
represented by Bollinger, a 
former assistant United States 
attorney at St. Louis. 

Among the questions the wit- 
ness refused to answer on 
grounds of possible incrimina- 
tion was whether he had been 
“imported” from Rochester, 
N.Y., to St. Louis during the 
1953 strike. 

Kennedy then introduced 
hotel records showing that a 
$141 hotel bill was paid by the 
Teamsters Anion, and _ the 
voucher bore a_ notation, 
“O.K.’d by H.G.” The counsel 
said “H.G.” was Harold Gib- 
bons. 

A check introduced in the 
record, for $150, was payable 
to Ferrara, and was cashed in 
Miami, Fla. A union record de- 
scribed the check as “grand 
jury expense. “Kennedy said 
Ferrara had been subpenaed 
before a federal grand jury in 
St. Louis. 

Poole, who said he now is 
an automobile salesman and 
lives in St. Louis county, took 
refuge in the Fifth Amend- 
ment, refusing to testify on 
ground he might incriminate 
himself. 

He refused to answer ques- 
tions relating to membership 
in Teamsters local 405 in 1953; 
if he was a member of a goon 
squad, and had served time in 
the St. Louis workhouse, Shown 
a police picture of himself, he 
refused to identify the number 
on the photograph. 

Bommarito, business agent of 
Local 405, also refused to an- 
swer any committee questions, 
except to give his name and 
the fact he had attended Cen- 
tral High School but did not 
graduate. 

Records of Faith Hospital, 
3300 North Kingshighway, were 
introduced showing that Bom- 
marito had been a patient there, 
and was under treatment from 
December 1953 to June 1954 
for a fractured vertebra.

The scientific conference in 
Geneva wound up last week 
with a tentative understanding 
on the methods of policing a 
test bar. The exact locations 
of the proposed detection sta- 
tions were not revealed. 

Mr. Eisenhower did not ex- 
plain what he meant by the 
reference to “Eurasia,” but it 
was taken as an indication that 
monitoring installations would 
have to be located in Russia 
and possibly Communist China. 

U.S. Policy Unchanged. 

Mr. Eisenhower told a re- 
porter that the Geneva agree- 
ment had not brought any 
basic change in American dis- 
armament policy. This coun- 
try’s position still is that sus- 
pension of nuclear weapons 
tests must be supervised by 
scientific methods which would 
guarantee that both sides were 
acting in good faith, he de- | 
clared. 

He noted that he has pro-| 
posed to Russia that the Unit- 
ed States begin a one-year sus- 
pension of tests on Oct. 31,

On Aug. 14 Norwegian Dep- 
uty Foreign Minister Hans En- 
gen began drafting a mild sub- 
stitute for a pending Soviet 
resolution that would have 
recommended that the United 
States and Britain pull out 
their troops. Three days later 
Fawzi and Indian delegate Ar- 
thur Lall turned the Norwegian 
resolution down. 

But next day the Norwegian 
resolution was submitted with 
six co-sponsors, and Western 
spokesmen confidently claimed 
it bad the votes to pass. The 
Arabs met again. Mahgoub ar- 
gued they should write their 
own resolution to guide their 
own affairs—not let others do

Instead, the A.B.A. House of 
Delegates resolved, the Presi- 
dent should get suggested 
names of judges from an inde- 
pendent commission. Sponsors 
of the resolution said the idea 
was to take judicial appoint- 
ments out of politics. 


Opponents ridiculed the 
move. Henry E. Foley of Bos- 
ton said: 

“If you were President, I’m 
sure you would want to consult 
your chief law officer. This 
seems to me ridiculous ... 
offensive . . . unreasonable.” 

The resolution, sponsored by 
Ben R. Miller of Baton Rouge, 
La., drew strong support from 
many leading figures in the 

‘B.A. Among them were 
three past presidents, Frank 
Holeman of Seattle, Harold J. 
Gallagher of New York and 
Loyd Wright of Los Angeles. 

Critical of Senators. 

The resolution contained | 
implicit criticism of the tra- | 
ditional practice of Senators | 
suggesting names of judicial 
appointees. It said Senators, 
“in a spirit of unselfish public 
service,” should confine them- 
selves to investigating nomi- 
nees and passing on their 
qualifications. 

As drafted, the resolution 
contained a specific phrase 
disapproving the role always 
played by Attorneys General 
in picking nominees, on the 
ground that the Justice Depart- 
ment is the biggest litigant in 
the federal courts. This phase 
was struck out before final 
passage. 


The resolution said “judicial 


appointments should be com- | 


pletely removed from the area 
of political patronage.” It spe- 
cifically called for a “substan- 
tial percentage” of the appoint- 
ments to come from the party 
opposite that of the President. 


Bar Screens Nominees. 


For the last few years a com- 
mittee of the bar association 
has had a close-working rela- 
tionship with the Justice De- 
partment in the matter of fed- 
eral judicial appointments. The 
names of all prospective ap- 
pointees have been referred 
to the A.B.A. committee, and 


in all but a few instances the 
Justice Department and the 


President have accepted the. 


committee's advice. 


The delegates also approved | 


a resolution condemning pro- 
posals for administrative com- 
missions to award compensa- 
tion in automobile accident 
cases. 

Such commissions have been 
suggested as an answer to the 
enormous court backlogs re- 
sulting largely ‘from automobile 
negligence cases. Lawyers who 
handle negligence cases have 
been especially opposed to the 
compensation plan. 


HOW FAST IS RUST 
RATE? MAP SHOWS 
VARIATIONS IN U.S. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 27 (UPI)— 
Scientists bave concluded after | 
25 years of research that steel | 
rusts faster in some parts of | 
the country than in others. 


The nation’s first rust map 
shows that steel rusts fastest 
in Buffalo and Rochester, N. Y.; 
Erie, Pa., and Miami, Fla. A 
piece of steel the size of an 


auto license plate rusts in these 
cities in three years. 

The slowest rust rate—more 
than 15 years—was found in 
Tucson, Ariz., and Roswell and 
Santa Fe, N.M 

All the nation’s- major in- 
dustrial centers had rust rates 
of just under four years. 

Scientists said the degree of 
rust is controlled by rainfall, 
wind, corrosive gases, sunlight 
and salt water. Rust costs in- 
dustry about $7,500,000,000 a 
year, they reported.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 27 (AP) 
—Paul Butler, Democratic na- 
tional chairman, said yesterday 
that if “gangsterism can still 


flourish in a few American 
labor unions it is due to the 
ganging up of Republican 
forces” to defeat labor reform 
legislation. 

“This vote alone,” Butler 
said in a statement, “should 
convince rank-and-file union 
membership of the need for a 
greater Democratic majority in 
the Congréss to counteract 
such well-organized opposi- 
tion.” 


He said the Senate-passed 
bill by Senators John F. Ken- 
nedy (Dem.), 
and Irving M. Ives (Rep.), New 
York, “went down to defeat 
under the combined blows of 
a Republican Secretary of La- 
bor, a majority of House Re- 
publicans dominated by the Na- 
tional Association of Manufac- 
turers and the United States 
Chamber of Commerce, with a 
healthy assist from a Repub- 
lican President in the White 
House.”

“it is very doubtful wheth- 
er the present scale and scope 


in undersea warfare will give 
us an effective defense 
against nuclear submarines in 
time to meet the threat.” 


The committee, appointed by 
Senator Henry M. Jackson 
(Dem;), Washington, consisted 
of six distinguished scientists: 
Dr. Harvey Brooks, dean of en- 
gineering and applied physics, 
Harvard University; Dr. Irvin 
A. Getting, vice president, engi- 
neering and research, Raytheon 
Manufacturing Corp.; Dr, Gay- 
lor P. Harnwell, president, Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania; Ken- 
neth Mansfield, former chief of 
special projects, Joint C ommit- 
tee on Atomic Energy; Dr. 
Oskar Morgenstern, professor 
of economics, Princeton Uni- 
versity; and Dr. Roger Revelle, 
director, Scripps Institution of 
Oceanography. 

Criticism of Navy. 


In restrained language, the | 
committee also gave some of | 
the most devastating criticism 
ever leveled at the Navy. 

“We are not persuaded,” the 
eport states, “that we have in 
he past moved with sufficient 
vigor and imagination in devel- 
oping nuclear weapons for un- 
dersea warfare.” 

“Nor are we certain,” the re- 
port continued, “that the weap- 
ons now being stockpiled or de- 
veloped for ASW (anti-sub- 
marine warfare) work take full 
advantage of the contributions 
which nuclear armaments can 
potentially make to destroying 
enemy forces.” 

“In the 13 years since Hiro- 
shima,” the committee found, 
“our country has detonated 
many nuclear devices or weap- 
ons for test purposes, but there 
have been only a few (three) 
underwater shots, which yield- 
ed limited amounts of informa- 
tion.” 

Two Tests Planned. 

Now comes a remark, sad be- 
cause the United States has 
agreed to stop nuclear tests for 
a year that, “two more under- 
water tests are scheduled for 
the current Eniwetok series. 
They do not promise, however, 
to produce all the data needed 
properly to evaluate tthe role 
of nuclear weapons in ASW.” 


The report of the advisory 
panel was published by the 
joint committee Aug. 19 and 


released today. 

The committee stated that it 
had participated in two days 
of hearings held by the Mili- 
tary Applications Subcommit- 
tee March 17 and 18.

The panel revealed that the 
Navy “now thinks in terms of 
40 such submarines by 1970.”

We visited huge farms and 
factories, government officials | 
and scientific centers, schools | 
and universities, power stations 
and housing projects, and 
talked with people in many dif- 
ferent walks of life. 

I bring back with me an im- 
age of a vast, rich, under- 
developed country hard at work 
with single -minded purpose to 
build itself up to challenge 
America’s world leadership. 

Ruthless Purpose. 

The whole gigantic power ap- 
paratus—education, science, in- 
dustry, agriculture and admin- 
istration—is harnessed with 
ruthless, concentrated purpose 
on increased production, higher 
living standards, security, pow- 
er and influence. Overtake, 
catch up, compete—beat the | 
United States! This is the con- | 
stant refrain of signs, songs, | 
speeches and the monotonous 
heavy-handed propaganda 
which is omnipresent in Soviet 
life. 

But in one respect they don't 
need to catch up with anybody 
—hospitality! It is exhilarating, 
exhausting and evidently im- 
pervious to propaganda. While 
we were traveling through the 
U.S.S.R., the. American Em- 
bassy in Moscow was attacked 
by a mob and the press, radio 
and party were screaming the 
“people's wrath” about Ameri- 
can “aggression” in the Middle 
East day and night. But the 
Same “people” greeted us 
everywhere with eager, friend- 
ly, even moving, enthusiasm. 

In these articles I want to 
report a few of my impressions 
of this great, strange land.

A Spanish Leprechaun 

Is a leprechaun an Irish vervion 
of the duende or is a duende a

In the folklore of Jerez de \a 
Frontera, Spain. the duende is a4 
small roguish creature with de- 


cidedly mischievous tendencies 
precisely the characteristics of 
Ireland's “wee folk.” In the wine 


warehouses of Jerez, it is the cus- 
tom to set out a glass of sherry 
at night with a tiny ladder leaned 
against it for the convenience of 
the duendes. [t is argued. with 
some reason. that drinking the 
sherry will be more attractive 
than doing mischief 

In Jerez, the good people wil! 
also argue that the leprechauns of 
Ireland are all of Spanish descent. 
They recount that im 256 EC. 
three red-headed Spanish Oroth- 
ers (accompanied by a retinue of 
duendes) went to Ireland and 
settled among the natives. then 
known as Firbolgs. One of these 
brothers was called Hiber, hence 
Hibernia. Further Spaniards made 
their homes in Ireland in 1588, 
after a sea battle Sir Francis 
Drake fought with an Armada 
of 132 vessels. These Spanish 
sailors and soldiers naturally 
brought their personal duendes. 

Another school of thought holds 
that the duendes went to Ireland 
to become leprechauns during the 
centuries of extensive commerce 
“between the land of fish and the 
land of wines” as described in 
Bagwell’s work, “Ireland Under 
the Tudors.” 

The Irish and the Spanish will 
have an opportunity to argue 
whether the’ chicken or the egg 
came first this fall. The annual 
Jerez vintage fiesta is dedicated 
to Ireland and a large delegation 
from that pleasant island will be 
the guests of the city of Jerez 
while—one must presume—their 
train of leprechauns will be enter- 
tained in the sherry bodegas by 
the local duendes.

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‘Massive Resistance’ 


While the nation looks toward Little Rock, 
to see whether integration can be forced into 
retreat, Virginia presents a question as to 
how integration will begin against “massive 
resistance.” 

Much of Gov. Faubus’s new legislative pro- 
gram for halting integration in Arkansas is 
based upon what Virginia did. The “Mother 
of Presidents” has become the mother of le- 
galized obstructionism. For Virginia avoided 
the crude violence of the Arkansas mobs: in- 
Stead it established the most complete set of 
anti-integration laws so far devised. 

The Supreme Court in emergency session 
will hear the Arkansas case, and the Court 
of Appeals in St. Louis already has defined 
the issue. If Arkansas could block integration 
with mobs, other states could attempt opposi- 
tion by violence. Now it may be said that if 
Virginia succeeds with its. pupil placement, 
school closure and private tuition acts, other 
States can attempt opposition by obfuscation. 

The case of Norfolk is one example of Vir- 
ginia methods. The Norfolk school board. 
acting under the pupil placement act, denied 
151 applications from Negro pupils to attend 
white schools 

According to The Virginian-Pilot of Nor- 
folk, the board rejected 63 students who re- 
fused to take placement tests, and 60 who 
failed to meet “minimum scholastic require- 
ments.” These last rejections, the Virginia 
newspaper says, reveal “the disparity re- 
ported by the school board in a city school 
system which is now separate but—so far as 
these approximate 60 pupils show—unequal.” 

Scholastic attainment is an unusual test for 
entrance to elementary schools, and might be 
challenged. But the nub of the Norfolk issue 
concerns the 28 children who passed all tests. 
Having run out of other excuses for rejecting 

them, the school board said admission of 
these 28 might lead to racial conflicts. 

Federal District Judge Walter E. Hoffman 

found that the board showed “absolutely no 
evidence of good-faith intention to comply 
with the law.” He ordered the school board 
to re-examine all 151 cases and report back 
Friday. The Virginian-Pilot, in a calm and 
courageous analysis of the situation, says this: 


If 28 pupils have qualified in all other re- 
spects, the school board cannot easily justify 
a denial of all their petitions for transfer 
without denying at the same time any claim 
to a good-faith start toward implementation 
which the Supreme Court has said is essen- 
tial to obtaining more time for more difficult 
problems. 

A school board which insists upon these 
interpretations of its duty is failing its own 
tests. 


If the courts finally refuse to let Virginia 
use its pupil placement law to defy the Con- 
stitution, the state may close schools, and pay 
tuition costs to private schools. This is likely 
to be a costly process with severe effects on 
public educational standards, In the end this 
process, too, probably cannot stand the test 
of constitutionality. 

Where will Virginia go then? Where would 
Arkansas go under Gov. Faubus’s similar ar- 
ray of legal battlements against the law of 
the land? Those battlements may hold for 
a time, but eventually they must crumble upon 
the segregated educational system they are 
meant to protect. 


Mad Adjournment Days 


The last days of a parliamentary body rush- 
ing to adjourn are touched with a certain un- 
reality. Where sense takes time, nonsense 
may prevail. A fairly frenzied example oc- 
curred in the Senate during debate on a tex- 
tile labeling bill. The measure referred to 
“the use of a nondeceptive trademark in con- 
junction with a designated generic name.” 
What did those words mean? Senator Javits 
of New York wanted to know. Snapped Sen- 
ator Magnuson of Washington, chairman of 
the committee that reported the bill: “That 
language will mean whatever the Federal 
Trade Commission will say it means.” 

We doubt it. In fact we doubt it sincerely. 
All the FTC has to do is decide the difference 
between a trademark that is deceptive and 
one that is nondeceptive, the difference be- 
tween a name that is designated generic and 
one that is designated ungeneric (or undesig- 
nated generic), and the circumstances under 
which a.trademark that meets the descrip- 
tion and a name that fills the bill come into 
conjunction. 

The above-mentioned process is no doubt 
what Senator Magnuson had in mind when he 
said “that language will mean whatever the 
Federal Trade Commission will say it means.” 
Pending an official review of Senator Magnu- 
son's language by that same body, we would 
venture that what he intended to convey was, 
“That language will be treated as meaning 
whatever the Federal Trade Commission de- 
cides it should be taken to mean, although 
it will continue to mean nothing whatsoever.” 
And at that point in a discussion, what could 
be more welcome than a motion to adjourn? 


Salute to the Dissenters 


There are times when the dissents have 
the better of the argument. It was such a 
time when the Conference of State Chief Jus- 
tices voted 36 to 8, with two abstensions and 
three absentees, to criticize the United States 
Supreme Court as lacking in judicial self-re- 
straint and invading the field of legislation. 

Whether they realize it or not, the 36 State 
Chief Justices who adopted the report of a 
committee of 10 headed by Chief Justice Fred- 
erick W. Brune of Maryland have given as- 
sistance to all those reactionary forces which 
are trying hard to set the United States far 
back on the road to equal rights. For at the 
bottom of this current anti-Supreme Court 
agitation is the dislike of the Dixiecrats for 
the 1954 decision on school segregation. 

Chief Justice Charles A. Jones of Pennsylva- 
nia, to his credit, did not hesitate to point this 
out to his colleagues, while Chief Justice Jo- 
seph Weintraub of New Jersey, supporting 
that view, said it was “unfortunate that the 
prestige of the Conference of Chief Justices 
should be placed behind so serious an indict- 
ment.” And Rhode Island’s Chief, Justice, 
Francis B. Condon indicated the way of 
self-restraint to the state jurists when he ob- 
served that their organization was ‘“‘consulta- 
tive—not an organization to sit in judgment 
on the highest court in the land.” 

It is silly to blame the Supreme Court for 
the increase in power and authority in the 
Federal Government, as the report did. That 
is a trend which the states, the White House 
and Congress all have been parties to. It 
was no business of the Supreme Court either 
to delay or accelerate, and the record will 
show that the high bench in Washington has 
contributed far less than those local politi- 
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cians and business men who have run repeat- 
edly to Capitol Hill hat in hand. 

The Conference of State Chief Justices has 
done its standing no good by throwing in with 
this emotional campaign against the Supreme 
Court's desegregation decision. With its dis- 
senters we regret that it allowed itself to be 
used to further that ugly purpose. Particu- 
larly we regret that the Chief Justices from 
Missouri and Illinois did not distinguish them- 
selves by standing with the dissenters. 


Union Offices as Property 


The Senate labor rackets inquiry stressed 
two points on the first day of hearings re- 
garding the teamsters in St. Louis. Wit- 
nesses told of goon squads and repeated bru- 
tality. Testimony also suggested that Harold 
J. Gibbons, Lawrence J. Camie and associates 
view union offices as a kind of private 
property. 

When Gibbons merged his CIO Distribu- 
tion Workers with Teamster Local 688, then 
an AFL affiliate, and took over as top man, 
neither he nor Camie, former Local 688 presi- 
dent, felt it necessary to tell the members of 
either local how the merger was brought 
about. After all, it had the approval of Dave 
Beck, so the rank and file found out details 
later from the newspapers. 

And when Camie stepped out of his presi- 
dential job, he was paid $36,360, according 
to Thomas Eichmeyer, an investigator for the 
McClellan Committee. Before the committee, 
Camie acknowledged that he accepted pay- 
ment without performing any further work. 
He justified this by saying: 

“I had no written contract, but I did have 
a five-year elected term to serve out.” 

Most people believe that when a man quits 
a job and does no more work, he should get 
no more money—except a pension or the like 
to which he might be entitled under a con- 
tract. But Camie and other officers of Local 688 
felt they were entitled to a total of $78,500 
for stepping aside for Gibbons. Had not 
their members voted them jobs which, if 
held for their full terms, would have paid that 
much in salaries? Did not those votes give 
them a right to that money? 

The current investigation of local Teamster 
affairs already has produced some unsavory 
testimony, yet one may ask whether it has 
revealed anything quite so cynical as this at- 
titude toward a local and a job in a local as 
vested interests, as property to be disposed 
of by those in possession. 

Trade unions are supposed to be free asso- 
ciations governed by their members. It is 
doubtful that even a Teamster constitution 
declares that the loca] and its paid jobs are 
the property of its officers, to be bought or 
sold without so much as a “by your leave” 
of the membership. This runs against the 
fundamental concept of a union as a demo- 
cratic group of workers united for collective 
bargaining. 

As the local investigation of the Teamsters 
continues, union men might ask themselves 
to what extent an indifferent membership in- 
vites a “leadership” which regards the labor 
movement less as an opportunity for service 
than as a field for exploitation. 


Still No TVA Financing 

The TVA bond authority bill, passed by 
the Senate, died in the House Rules com- 
mittee as the Eighty-fifth Congress adjourned. 
And so after three years of ineffectual delib- 
eration Congress has neither decided to fi- 
nance TVA nor to let it finance itself. What 
sort of warped sense can that possibly make 
to the obstructionists who took the coward’s 
way of doing the bill to death in the House? 

If these gentlemen want to wreck TVA, at 
least let them have the courage to join the 
issue openly. It is senseless for Congress to 
compel its own agency to operate without a 
necessary access to financing, and -it holds 
democratic processes up to ridicule. 


More than one person is responsible for the 
continuing irresponsibility of the House of 
Representatives toward the sole power supply 
of one of the most productive regions of the 
United States. But more responsible than any 
other is Howard Smith of Virginia, chair- 
man of the Rules committee, who walked off 
from his obligations and left the bill locked 
up. The House did not even get to vote. 

It was not a pretty performance, and will 
do nothing to build confidence in parliamen- 
tary methods. Let us hope that better logic 
and a stronger sense of obligation to duty 
will produce a better result next year.

Russian Alliance With Red China Has Never Really Been Tested by Western Policy —

A number of sincere, honest, and 
extremely well-informed people have 
expressed increasing concern lately 
over the rising offensive capabilities 
of the Soviet Union.

THE STARS GROW PALE, by Karl 
Bjarnhof, translated by Naomi Wal- 
ford. (Knopf, 311 pgs. $4.) 


For several years now this re- 
viewer has been confronted with a 
series of biographies for which the 
only appropriate symbol would be a 
large wet handkerchief. It is a great 
pleasure to find a memoir for which 
this is not so. Karl Bjarnhof knew 
from.early adolescence that he was 
going blind. “The Stars Grow Pale’ 
is the story of the twilight period in 
his life—from the months prior to 
the discovery of his difficulty to his

school for the

He 
couldn't settle down. He simply 
walked around being father.” 

A word should be said here about 
the sensitivity with which Miss Wal- 
ford has brought Bjarnhof’s words 
to English. Not only has she man- 
aged to translate the sense of his 
thoughts, but she has conveyed also 
what seems to be something of the 
atmosphere of the original Danish.

Supporters of Local 246 said 
their unit removed a discrim- 
ination section from its consti- 
tution and was not violating 
the national group's constitu- 
tion, which forbids chartering 
locals which define, recognize 
or practice segregation. 

Opponents said the local still 
discriminating although 
the section had been removed 
from its constitution.

INSECT CONTROL 


METHODS CALLED 
ND HEALTH PERIL 


By a Special Correspondent of 
the Post-Dispatch. 


BLOOMINGTON, Ind., Aug. 
27—When properly used, chem- 
ical insecticides are not a threat 
to public health and only 
through careless use do they 
cause significant losses among 
wildlife, Dr. George C. Decker, 
Illinois entomologist, told mem- 
bers of the Ecological Society | 
of America at a symposium on | 
ecological problems of pest in- 
sects here Monday. 

Dr. Decker, principal scien-| 
tist of the section of economic | 
entomology, [Illinois Natural | 
History Survey and Agricultural 
Experiment Station at Urbana, 
termed the large-scale use of 
insecticides “one of the impor- 
tant technological developments 
of the twentieth century.” 

Until late in the last century, 
farmers depended principally 
upon nature to control insect | 
pests, but as crop losses | 
mounted and consumers be- 
came more discriminating in| 
their food requirements, farm- 
ers turned to chemicals for 
control. 

“There is no question that 
the future food, fiber and pub- 
lic health needs of this country 
will assure the continued, and 
probably greatly expanded, use

“T hate and despise house- 
work! I don’t think I’m a 
bad character—just weak.

“My husband is a young 
lawyer; and it takes many 
years to become really es- 
tablished, so we can’t live in 
luxury, but we're better off 
than millions of others.

I could enjoy 
work outside my home, but 
then I feel guilty about 
leaving my little girl.

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Art Buchwald | 
French Playwright 
Looks at America 


PARIS. 

MARCHEL ACHARD, one of France's leading play- 
wrights, leaves for New York in a few days where his 
French hit “Patate” will be produced in English with Tom 
Ewell, Lee Bowman and Gigi Peneau. 

nena atts Achard said “the 
word ‘patate’ is slang for 
potato and a patate in 
French is a schmoe or a 
sad sack. But there is a 
petit choux left in every 
patate. You like him in 
spite of himself.” 

This is Achard’'s 
third play in New York. 
His first, “Domino,” pro- 
duced in 1929, was a 
flop. His second, “I 
Know My Love” with the 
Lunts had a very success- 
ful road tour and run in 
New York, though he 
claims he had nothing to 
do with the adaptation. 

“Sam Berman told 
me later, ‘We killed your 

é play’ and I replied, hold- 
r ing up my royalty checks, 
ART BUCHWALD ‘But what funerals!’ ”’ 

The present play, “Patate,” was gedapted by Irwin 
Shaw. “I had something to say about this adaptation, so if 
it fails I won't feel too badly about it,” Achard said. 

It cost approximately $5000 to preduce “Patate” in 
Paris. The same play in New York will cost between 
$75,000 and $100,000. 

“Does this mean the author can afford to have more 
flops. in France?” we asked. 


“The author can’t,” replied Achard, “but the 
producer can. There is one thing to be said for 
French audiences. If you have written successful 
plays in the past, they will be loyal to you, and 
even a bad play can get 50 to 100 performances. 
There are no advance sales but the public is 
faithful,” 


Se 
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The key to the French theater is the theater owner. 
Many theater owners also fulfill the function of producer. 
Strangely enough, of the 75 theaters in Paris, 59, according 
to Achard, are owned by women. 

“This has only happened in the last 10 years. We are 
at their mercy,” he said sadly. ‘““‘They have the only garage, 
so you have to put your automobile there.” 

He eontinued: 

“One of the main differences between Paris and 
Broadway theater is that there are no tryouts in the 
provinces in France. A play opens up in Paris for better 
or for worse. The reason for this is that it doesn’t mean 
a thing in the provinces unless a pla#y has been proved in 
Paris and the audience reactions in the provinces can’t 
possibly help you in the rewriting.” 

There was a time between 1900 and 1914 when French 
playwrights made a habit of challenging critics to duels 
over their plays. 

“In those days it paid to be both a playwright and a 
duellist. Now we no longer duel with the critics. It’s very 
foolish, and besides there is no sense taking such a chance 
over one play. You have to think of your future plays. 
If you win one duel, but don’t kill your man, can you 
imagine what he'll do to you when your next play comes 
out?” 

Achard is 55 years old. He has written 40 plays and 
73 screenplays. He says that the secret of a successful play 
in.a.foreign country is in the adaptation. “Most writers 
worry about the cast, I worry about the adaptor.” 


One of the major advantages playwrights and 
authors have in France over American playwrights 
and authors is that by French law a French play- 
Wright can never sell his copyright. In America 
‘when someone sells his play or book to the films 
he usually sells it forever. Ernest Hemingway only 
received $25,000 for “Farewell to Arms” and 
- $10,000 for “The Sun Also Rises.” Despite the fact 
‘that these stories were recently made again and in 
tlie case of “Farewell” grossed somewhere be- 
tween $12,000,000 and $15,000,000, Hemingway 
mever received another dollar from the properties. 
“This could never happen rm France,” Achard said. 

“We are only permitted to lease our properties and the 
copyright, good for 57 years after our death, always re- 
mains with us or our heirs. This is very important to 
a writer.” 

Achard believes the reason the French Government 
takes such an interest in protecting its writers is that for 
one thing, they are an important source of foreign currency 
and for another, the French have great respect for the 
creative man. . 

“The French,” Achard said, “are probably the best 
protéeted writers in the world. And that’s the way it 
should be. Your composers have good protection in the 
Unftéd States through ASCAP, but your authors don’t 
seem to have any at all. It is a shame.”

More for Your Money 


“LEARN NOW, PAY LATER”: At one Ivy League col- 
lege, even a family with $12,000 income, officials say, may 
not tie able now to afford full cost of raised fees. There, 
this-eoming year, a loan fund of $400,000 will be available 
to help students. Ten years ago, only $10,000 was loaned. 
At éther schools, loan funds are increasing. Many educa- 
tors-wish more students would borrow instead of shying 
away from debt for education even at expense of dropping 
out. Better, say these educators, some burden of debt than 
a burden of ignorance. Generally, interest rate is low—as 
littlevas 2 per cent if loan is repaid within five years after 
gradiation. After that, it goes to 6 per cent. One college 
now éven experiments with a special plan to help students 
who want to go into low-paying fields such as teaching 
and ministry. They won't have to repay loans if they stay 
in these professions. 

CARWISE: Asked how engine carbon deposits can be 
cut down, a top-flight automobile engineer advises that 
beyend keeping engine tuned, you can burn carbon off pis- 
ton heads at higher speeds. His own practice: “If I'm on 
a siper-highway, I drive around 50 for 10 or 15 miles to 
maké sure engine is thoroughly warmed up. Then I look 
for a steep grade, drop back to 40—if there are no traffic 
situations—and accelerate up to 60. I usually repeat this 
sevaral times if I can. It gets rid of quite a bit of carbon 
that’s built up in slow, stop-and-go traffic.” 

CAR LEASING: Does leasing, rather than buying a 
car pay? Some figures you may find of interest come from 
a check of physicians who, increasingly now, lease cars. 
Usual lease runs two years, with leasing company paying 
for license, plates, insurance, oil, lubrication, repairs, tune- 
upsp-even waxing twice yearly, virtually everything but 
gaggtine. Rental fee varies with kind of car. Example: 
on’ ®he which, in New York, costs about $4000, rental is 
$160 monthly, or $1920 yearly. Total yearly ownership ex- 
pense would run $1765 (including depreciation, insurance, 
servite, etc., plus interest on the $4000). Thus leasing costs 
‘$3 More a week. Yet, say many doctors, one advantage is 
that in case of accident or breakdown, they get a new car 
in 2@hours. Also, as one puts it frankly: Leasing saves 
timé-ind annoyance. I don’t even bother to garage the car. 
It's: mot my chromium. The rental agency doesn't care; it 
selig the car after two years anyway.”

NOBODY has all the traits of 
good mental health all of the 
time. We have our ups and 
downs, and to others we may 
even appear to be a bit neurotic. 

On this point Dr. Winfred 
Overholser, well-known  psy- 
chiatrist who is superintendent 
of St. Elizabeth's Hospital in 
Washington, D.C., said: 


“I suppose that the per- 
fectly adjusted individual, 
the person who has no symp- 
toths which might be termed 
by some, at least, as neurot- 
ic, would be a very dull per- 
son ideed. In other words, 
it’s our idiosyncrasies, our 
traits of character, of reac- 
tion, and so on, that make 
us individuals instead of 
robots.” 


How then can we tell when 
our mental health is up to par? 

The National Association for 
Mental Health has a good 
answer to that question. “When 
we speak of happiness or peace 
of mind or enjoyment or sat- 
isfaction, we are usually talk- 
ing about mental health. It 
means the way that people get 
along—in their school, on the 
job, at play, with their as- 
sociates, in their communities.” 


WHAT ARE THE TRAITS of 
mentally healthy people? The 
N.A.M.H. offers a yardstick: 

1. They feel comfortable 
about themselves. They are not 
bowled over by their emotions. 
They can take life’s disappoint- 
ments, are able to laugh at 
themselves. They know their 
own weaknesses, but they have 
self-respect. 


2. They feel right about other 
people. They have personal 
relationships that are satisfying 
and lasting. They respect the 
many differences they find in 
people. They are able to give 
and receive love. 

3. They are able to meet the 
demands of life. They are able 
to think for themselves and 
make their own decisions. They 
do something about their prob- 
lems as they arise. They ac- 
cept their responsibilities.

vard University and 36 other 
experts in mental health have 
come up with a list of “What 
mental health is not”: 


1. It is not adjustment under 
all circumstances. If we would 
progress, there are some things 
we should not accept. 


2. It is not freedom from 
anxiety and tension. They are 
often necessary to creativity 
and self-preservation. 


3. It is not conformity. We 
must have the courage to 
stand on our convictions. 


4. It is not the absence of 
idiosyncrasies. Such _ traits 
may add flavor to life if they 
do not interfere with our func- 
tioning. 

5. It is not constant happi- 
ness. A sensitive, mature per- 
son is often made unhappy by 


circumstances and conditions 
in the world around him. 


ON THE OTHER HAND, 
there are signs of developing 
unrest and discomfort that 
should make us pause and take 
stock of ourselves. The Na- 
tional Association for Mental 


Health has an excellent book- - 


let, “How to Deal With Your 
Tensions,” available through 
its local branches. Here is a 
helpful checklist: 


1. Do minor problems and 
disappointments throw you 
into a dither? 

2. Do you find it difficult to 
get along with people, and are 
people having trouble getting 
along with you? 

3. Are you unable to stop 
thinking of your anxieties? 

4. Are you suspicious of 


people, mistrustful of your 


friends? 
5. Do you have the feeling 
of being trapped? 


6. Do you feel inadequate, 
suffer the tortures of self- 
doubt?

Big Money in Movies Is Small Change 


Rock Hudson Explains Why He Finds It Rough Living on $1250 a Week 


By Sheilah Graham 


HOLLYWOOD, Aug. 27. 


“IT IS IMPOSSIBLE for a 
star of today to make a for- 
tune,” said Rock Hudson, the 
No. 1 star at the box office. 

Rock, born Roy Fitzgerald, 
has been under contract to 
Universal-International since 
1949. 

I remember the day he first 
walked into the studio cafe. I 
was lunching near the door and 
press agent Jean Bosquet in- 
terrupted my chewing to Say, 
“IT want you to meet our new 
boy. I think he will be a star.” 
As I remember, Rock looked 
pretty much the same then as 
now—big, friendly, but shy. 


His starting salary was 
$125 a week. Last year, when 
David Selznick borrowed him 
for “Farewell To Arms,” 
with Jennifer Jones, he. had 
to pay U-I $250,000. And 
Warners had to pay almost 
as much when Rock was lent 
to them for George Stevens’ 
mammoth production 
“Giant.” 


“Now I'd like to change my 
contract with U-I, so that I 
can make pictures for the com- 
pany I have formed with my 
manager, Henry Willson,” Rock 
told me during lunch at the 
studio. “It’s the only way I'll 
be able to make any money. 
To date, we’re getting nowhere 
for a new deal. I have three 
more years to go on my pres- 
ent contract, but it feels like 
30 years. 

“I wouldn’t mind making one 
picture a year for them over 
a longer period. I’m quite 
happy here, the studio’s been 
fine to me. But I'd like to be 
able to save a little money.” 


We discussed Natalie Wood's 
current battle at Warner’s to 
change her $750 a week 
stipend. “To someone earning 
under $100 a week, it seems 
like a fortune. But in Holly- 
wood, she’s lucky if she’s left 
with 10 per cent of it for 
herself. First she has to pay 
her agent, then income taxes, 
then she must buy pretty 
clothes for the premieres and 
public functions she must at- 
tend in the line of work. And 
she can’t live in a dump!” 

Rock’s salary is $1250 a week,

but he says he can’t afford 
flashy cars or expensive 
houses. He may get back the 
small home he bought before 
his marriage to Phyllis Gates 
(they are now divorcing). He'd 
like to own a home at the 
beach, “which I love; I've 
always lived within five miles 
of water’’—but he says he can’t 
afford to. He loves boats. “But 
I can’t afford to buy one.” 


He could have made a big 
sum of money when Metro 
wanted to borrow him to play 
the lead in “Ben Hur,” which 
Rock wanted to do. They 
offered his bosses $750,000. 


U-I was willing to give the 
handsome star half of the for- 
tune, IF he would sign for an- 
other two years. Rock refused. 
“What's the use of all that 
money if I have to pay 90 per 
cent of it in taxes. I’m willing 
to work my head off if I can 
keep some of the money I 
make, to provide for the day 
when I'd want to retire, or for 
any unexpected catastrophe.” 


Rock’s present picture, “This 
Earth Is Mine”—it may have 
a title change — is his first 
movie this year. “It’s the 
longest vacation I’ve ever had. 
But I haven’t worried about it.

It is wise to seek help when 
we need it, but it is even wiser 
to prevent trouble, especially 
with children. In a nationwide 
survey conducted several years 
ago through Columbia Uni- 
versity’s department of psych- 
iatry, it was found that 10 
per cent of public school chil- 
dren are emotionally disturbed. 
Yet many cities have no child 
guidance clinics. Clearly there 
is a need for better facilities if 
our children are to grow up 
into mentally healthy adults. 


Thoreau once remarked that 
most men lead lives of quiet 
desperation. But with the aid 
ny) modern psychiatry and 
psychology, this need not be 
true. We may not achieve 
complete peace of mind, but at 
least we can reach a state 
where we feel that it’s really 
good to be alive!

Soviet ‘Co-operation’ 


NEW YORK, Aug. 27. 

THE MIDDLE EAST SITUATION, so far as the United 
Nations is concerned as of the moment, was resolved by 
an Arab resolution that 80 countries agreed to accept. But 
the "problem is still far from being settled. 

Secretary General Dag Hammarskjold will endeavor 
to do the “practical” things that will insure a sense of 
security in all the Middle Eastern countries and allow 
thoge countries to go about their business without fear of 
territorial aggression. 

“It seems to me, the first important thing for the 
Secretary General to do is to press for a larger permanent 
police force under U.N. authority, or he will have no way 
to carry out his responsibilities. And, of course, the good 
faith of President Gamal Abdel Nasser of Egypt is basic 
to any success in that area. If Mr. Hammarskjold attempts 
to épnsolidate all the Arab states under a leader that would 
thrBaten Israel, then there will be no peace in the Middle 
East. 
: The major part of the world knows quite 
“well that Israel is the only country in the Middle 
=East that can give a practical demonstration of 
<what democracy really is. Certainly, the big 
= powers know that the one hope of a change to- 
ward democracy and away from totalitarianism in 
= the Middle Eastern states lies in the example of 
“Israel, which may show the other nations the way 
=to increase their standards of living among their 
= people. 


~The primary objective for the West, I think, from 
now on is to help nations all over the world who are 
wiffing to raise their standards of living. This will insure 
m&e equal competition trade-wise, and such action would 
beta little less difficult to effect in the more highly 
deyeloped and organized countries. 

™t1 confess to little or no surprise that the Soviet 
Uiston has been as moderately co-operative as it has been. 
The only explanation I have been able to find is that 
tHE Russians are turning their thoughts to the Far East 
uid@er some kind of agreement brought about in the 
Soyiet's last meeting with China. 


The shelling of the Nationalist China islands 
would seem to indicate that the Chinese Reds 
were preparing to move in some way toward a 
final settlement in that area. Of course, this will 
add te our problems and to those of the British 
and perhaps even the French, and the Soviets 
know this. If for the moment they are putting 
the Middle East on ice we should not pat our- 
selves on the back and think that they are per- 
manently going to give up their interest there. 


We had better be prepared for a new offensive in 
th® Middle East when whatever the Russians are planning 
i the Far East has either been accomplished or reached 
the point where they think it wise to be less active in 
oder to allay our fears. 

= Actually, we cannot afford not to be alert as regards 
the-Soviet Union’s policies everywhere at all times. We 
know. what their final objective is, and we must be ever 
watchful, as ‘we would be in a game of chess, of the 
moves in the power struggle they are carrying on.

Wife Behind Famed Scientist

NEW YORK, Aug. 27 (UPI) 

THE FORMER MARY MAV- 
ROYENI is the woman behind 
a very famous man — Dr. 
George Papanicolaou, the 
scientist who developed the 
“smear test” for early detection 
of uterine cancer. 

For 48 years she has been a 
“model” wife, preferring to 
stand in the shadow of her hus- 
band—trather than share the 
spotlight that is focused on him 
for helping to save the lives of 
75,000 women through his can- 
cer detection test. 


Mrs. Papanicolaou smiled 
shyly recently when her hus- 
band was feted by great scien- 
tists on his seventy-fifth birth- 
day. She told reporters she is 
“proud”—and then faded into 
the background. 

Others told of the woman be- 
hind the famous man, however. 

In a typical day, Mrs. Papani- 
colaou prepares a hearty break- 
fast for her husband and then 
drives him to his laboratory at 
Cornell Medical Center in New 
York. ; 

This way he has freedom to 
read scientific journals on the 
way to the office.

And then she takes her place 
beside him in the laboratory, 
working just as he does — fre- 
quently 14 hours a day. 

Mrs. Papanicolaou, who isn’t 
a scientist, sald: 

“I just help out, doing what 
I can.” 
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Frequently the work she does 
is menial. But colleagues say 
the “inspiration” of having 
“Mrs. Pap” in the laboratory 
contributes in no small meas- 
ure to the scientific first made 
by husband. 

Mrs. Papanicolaou has had 
to be patient—as the wife of 
any scientist in basic research 
knows. 

‘But she knew when she mar- 
ried “Dr. Pap” that there was 
greatness in him. She had to 
wait for 18 years until he made 


the “breakthrough” in uterine | | 


cancer detection. 


And then she had to wait 
quietly for nearly 20 more 
years until the medical profes- 
sion accepted the detection 
test. 

Mrs. Papanicolaou has had 
to move around with her hus- 
band, too—from one continent 
to another. And she has known 
the “lean years” on the near- 
starvation salary of a bright 
young scientist.
